Q.-I am divorced, and have 
been paying $400 per month to 
my ex-wife for child support. I 
have been claiming my two 
children on my tax return as 
dependents. My accountant has 
told me that I will now need to 
have a new IRS form, signed by 
my ex-wife, included in my tax 
return for 1985 if I am to claim 
the children as dependents. Is 
this correct? 


A.-Yes, it is. Internal Revenue 
Service Form 8332, Release of 
Claim to Exemption for Child of 
Divorced or Separated Parents, 
is now required to be included in 
the tax return of the parent 
claiming the dependency ex- 
emption, unless that person is 
the custodial parent.
